LETTER AVOWING INNOCENCE TO DU 
PAT£ DE CLAM WRITTEN IN 1896. 


Prisoner at Devil's Islapd Reminds 


Colonel ot His Promise to Seek Fa- 

worable Evidence and Warn Him— 

Clears Up One of the Most Difficult 

Questions in the Mystery—Reading 
Secret Dossier May Set Trial Back 
Nearly Week,

Rennes, Aug. 3.—The order to produce 
Quesnay de Beaurepaire's collection of doe- 


uments has practically convinced even his 
enemies that Dreyfus made no avowals of 
guilt, but an interesting letter from the 
prisoner to Du Paty de Clam shows how for- 
eign to him was any idea of avowing guilt. 
In 1895 from Devil's Island Dreyfus wrote to 
Du Paty: 8 

After my condemnation you came and 
found me; you were delegated by the Min- 
ister of War. I declared to you gain that 
I was innocent and that I had never 228 i 
the letter imputed to: me. 5 


“You then promised in the name of the 


Minister to undertake ‘researches, and in ad- 
dition you promised me in your own name to 
‘warn me if any fact was revealed which 
could bring any doubt as to my culpability. 
The word given is sacred for a soldier, and, 


of your promises.” 


This letter is in Dréytus’ own handwriting 
and gives final and overwhelming proof that 
he never made any avowals. It settles one 


ot the most difficult questions in the case. 


Hear Secret Evidence First. 

A wave of disappointment. has swept over 
the persons interested in the Dreyfus case 
upon the announcement that the secret dos- 
sier will form the commencement of the 
trial, and the discussion of which only 
Dreyfus, his lawyers, and the Council of 
War will be allowed to hear. It ts believed 
the study of the documents wilt last some 
days, and practically postpone the public 
trial at least a week, although the witnesses 
and the public audience will be present in 
in an adjoining room.

DE FONTENOY'S 


| by the Marquise de Fontenoy.} 

Of all the up-to-date utterances of the 
Prince of Wales there is certainly none that 
18 more calculated to shock the most cher- 
ished ideas of old world 33 than his 
recent public expression of approval of the 
Church of England’s Burial Reform associa-. 
tion. The latter, over which old Lord Grim- 
thorpe presides, has organized for the 
express purpose of abolishing all forms of 
interment, such as embalming, mummifica- 
tion, and hermetically sealed caskets, which 
ire calculated to interfere with that process 
of nature which is so eloquently described 
in the solemn words, Earth to earth, dust 
to dust. 

Ever since the days of the builders of the 
Pyramids of Egypt, long centuries prior to 
the time of Jacob and Moses, monarchs 
have been noted for their anxiety to per- 
petuate their terrestrial remains, with the 
object, presymably, of immortalizing their 
james by means of incontrovertible proofs 
hat they have lived and reigned. No mat- 
ter to which country one turns, the * 
monuments of the land are, as a. rule, 
which contain the more or less successfully 

reserved bodies of the anointed of the 
— And while it is impossible to deny 
that the world has derived a considerable 
benefit, in so far as art is coficerned, from 
this desire of royalty to keep in the flesh 
the bodies of departed Kings and Queens, 
yet, on the other hand, it must be admitted 
that the example thus set has been detri- 
mental to mankind, from a sanitary point 
of view. 

It is this latter view that seems to save 
commended itself to the Prince of Wales, 
who is no longer young, and well advanced 
on that downward path that terminates in 
the tomb. Genial and pleasure-loying 
though he be, it is no secret that there are 
times when his thoughts assume a morbid 
turn, and his eventual death figures far 
more frequently in his conversation, and 
. therefore, in his mind, than 
ost persons are willing to believe. It may 
be taken for granted that his publicly an- 
nounced preference for burial on the 
earth to earth principle is not a mere 
hasty passing remark, but rather the result 
of much discussion and careful considera- 
tion. Not otherwise would this Prince, so 
conservative in many respects, have ven- 
tured to assume a position in the matter 
that diametrically opposes all. the most an- 
dient, the most sacred, and the most uni- 
versal customs and traditions of monarchy. 
If he has his way, and if the views to which 
he has just given expression, and which 
are known to be those of his consort, are 
rmitted to prevail, he will, when his hour 
comes, be to rest not in a marble or 
granite sarcophagus, but in an- ordinary 
grave, beside the body of his little boy, 
Prince Alexander, in the rurally picturesque 
and shady F of Sandringham. 


There, atlany rate, remains are likely 
to prove more safe from profanation than 
ifmagnificently entombed. For, with the 
ever increasing extension of democracy, 

and with the constantly diminishing regard 
on the part of the masses for the throne, 

there are no royal remains that can be held 
safe from the shocking treatment to which 
the Terrorists of 1793 subjected the em- 
balmed bodies of those Kings and Queens 
of France that were preserved at St. Denis. 
The mummified remains of Princes and 
Princesses of the Pharaonic dynasties of 
Egypt have been used to fertilize New Jer- 
sey onion beds, after being ground into 
powder by means of a kind of improved 
coffee-grinding machine, while the em- 
balmed corpses of Kings and Queens have 
been torn from their graves, crucified, gib- 
beted, dragged in the mud, and burned, by 
way of demonstrating the popular execra-. 
‘tion in which their memory was held. 

‘Only a few short years ago the mausoleum 
ot the wife of King Victor Emmanuel was 
‘the scene of a ghoulish outrage, the sar- 
cophagus being blown open and the body 
of the once beautiful Rosina dragged out 
and reduced almost to cinders by means 
‘of petroleum. In fact, there is no end to 
instances of this character, which might 
de cited to show that preservation of the 
dead by artificial means results in the ma- 
jority of cases in horrible profanation. 

Nor is this da r the only drawback to 
the present system of interment for royalty. 
In several countries of Europe tradition and 
precedent require that the body of a royal 
‘personage should, so to speak, be divided 
‘up between two, and even three, mauso- 
leums. Thus, formerly in France, and to- 
day still in Austria and Bavaria, the hearts 
of the Kings and Queens are preserved in 
‘one church, other parts in another, and the 
rest of the poor mutilated corpse in a third 
‘building. The walls of the so-called’castrum

She 
denied having ever threatened tor kill any 
one. 

Mrs. Taber’s brother said that Mr. Taber, . 
in securing the commitment papers, had 
falsely stated that her father bad com- 
mitted suicide, and that her mother was 
subject to attacks of insanity. 

“I will never go back to live with that 

man again.“ Mg Taber said, when the 
trial was over. She thanked her neighbors 
and told them if it had not have been for 
their interest she doubtless would have gone 
to an asylum. The children are left in the 
care of the father. |
